FRIDAY, DECEMBER II. 

North Africa: A second Tunis- 
jan battlefront appeared to be 
taking form today as parachutists 
and tank forces struck toward the 
Gulf of Gabes, 150 miles south 
of the mired Tebourba front, and 
the Axis rushed troops by trans- 


port and glider train to meet 
them. 
Other German forces pushed 


inland from their coastal bases 
of Sfax, Gabes and Sousse to 
meet the Allies whose swiftly de- 
veloping thrust threatened to cut 
off the Axis-held bulge of Tunisia 
from Italian Tripolitania. 

A British communique from 
Cairo said the 8th Army had not 
yet touched off its new offensive 


against the El Agheila line in 
Libya, but reported that Axis 
forces were becoming increas- 


ingly jumpy as they awaited the 
onslaught.

Russia: The Red army reported 
further gains on the Stalingrad 
frent despite the tightening of 
German defences and the force 
of Nazi counter-attacks. 

Northwest of Moscow the pace 
of battle quickened as the Ger- 
mans loosed one attack after an- 
other in an attempt to turn the 
northern flank of the Russian 
drive toward Velekie Luki, 90 
miles from the Latvian frontier 

The Soviet information bureau 
said the intensity of these attacks 
gained the Germans some ground, 
but were finally checked 


Pacific Theatre: With the com 
plete occupation of Gona, Allied

Soviet Planes

MOSCOW, Dec. 
Russian plane squadrons led by 
Stormovik dive bombers opened 
a ferocious attack on German 
supply columns and troop con- 
centrations today in an attempt 
to reduce the weight of intensify- 
ing enemy counter-attacks north- 
west of Stalingrad. 
Regrouping their forces,

ately to stabilize the front and stop 


the persistent offensive of the

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A Job Plus a Duty 


The federal Minister of Labor, Hon. 
Humphrey Mitchell, has appealed to west- 
ern miners to cut short their Christmas 
holidays and keep coal coming out of the 
mines regularly in as large an amount as 
possible, As the demand is abnormal, the 
best they can do in any case is avert actual 
fiardship. To make coal plentiful is appar- 
ently out of the question. 

Digging coal is not at present just one 
way to earn a living. Like every other use- 
ful job it has relation to the nation’s war 
effort, and producing coal is more directly 
related thereto than many other essential 
occupations, 

Military training camps may have to 
be closed if fuel gets any scarcer. Muni- 
tions plants and war industries of all kinds 
might have to slow down. Railways and 
municipal light and water systems are not 
immune. Homes must be kept heated, and 
the winter threatens to be both long and 
cold. 

The appeal to the miners to stay on the 
job, and to former miners to go back to the 
diggings, is different in these circum- 
Stances than it would be in peacetime. It 
is a call to practical patriotism, the kind 
that keeps a man on duty for the country’s 
sake when he would rather lay off or work 
at something else.

Italians Protest 


The R.A.F. did not agree with com- 
mentatars who said Tuesday night’s raid 
had knocked Turin out of the war. The 
bombers went back Wednesday night and 
pounded it again. There cannot be much 
of the industrial part of the city left now 
but rubble, a duplicate of the spectacle at 
Genoa. 

hese raids have been made from bases 
in Britain. The raid on Naples was made 
by Liberators flying from bases in Libya. 
Reggio was apparently smashed by planes 
from Malta or Algiers. Italy is thus get- 
ting it three ways, with Allied airmen hav- 
ing almost complete coverage of the coun- 
try. 

" Signor Mussolini has promulgated a 
new edict, or a new series of them, tell- 
ing his war workers they may as well stay 
in their factories and be blown up be- 
cause if they desert their posts they will 


be shot. Maybe that will stop the panic 
flieht, but it probably won’t. After all 
there isn’t much sense sticking around a 


shop that will not be there next morning. 

The latest reaction to reach the outside 
would is a protest from the Italian cities 
that the Allied bombers should leave them 
alone and go and blow German cities to 
pieces instead. London, they say, was not 
bombed by Italians but by Germans, and 
it is the Nazis who should be getting the 
return pummeling. If that is the way Ital- 
ians feel about it, Mussolini is in line for 
more trouble as he tries to compel them to 
endure punishment for the crimes of their 
cordially hated associates in the banditry 
business.

Prying Them Out 


The Japanese forces in the Ggna area 


of New Guinea have been killed or have 
surrendered, probably the former. They 


tried to break out of their position a couple 
of days ago but were driven back. Now 
the village and the little strip of occupied 
jungle adjoining are in possession of the 
Allies. 

The place was occupied by the enemy 
In July and has been under intense and 
continuous attack by land and air since 
the middle of November. The story of 
Gona illustrates what Allied authorities 
mean when they say it will take long and 
hard fighting to clear the Japanese out of 
the islands and mainland territories they 
have invaded if this has to be done in de- 
tail. 

But it may not have to be done that 
way. These outpost garrisons, and the 
armies in China and Burma, can only hold 
out if they are fed with steady streams of 
munitions and supplies from Japan. Every 
Japanese transport that is sunk is a blow 
to not one but to all these oversea detach- 
ments and larger concentrations; and the 
transports are going down with prophetic 
regularity 

New Guinea and Guadalcanal are the 
first of the enemy’s island bases to be put 
under systematic attack. They mark the 
yuthern limit to which the rush of last 
spring carried the Japanese forces. In 
neither island have they been able to hold 
their ground, The prospect is that they 
will have to clear out of both or die there

Aside from the question of whether that 


[ 
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would produce better results, there is the 
question of whether the public would stand 
for it. 

If compulsion has to be used in allot- 
ting men to jobs—and in some. measure 
that likely will have to be done—there will 
be need of doing it with tact. Tact is an- 
other word for taking the line that arouses 
least resentment. Canadians are democrats 
“to the hilt”. It will not be enough to tell 
them what each one must do. They will 
also have to be shown that this method will 
produce more munitions and ‘food, as well 
as keep the fighting forces fully up to 
strength. 

The criticism is pretty general that 
Selective Service thus far has been little 
more than a name, and that we really have 
a manpqwer “muddle”. But the critics fail 
conspicuously to say where the director of 
Selective Service should start to un- 
scramble the muddle and just who and 
where are the men they think should be 
officially yanked out of their present jobs 
and thrust into others. 

There is one redeeming fact. If the 
manpower situation is a “muddle”, the 
record of enlistments, the unparalelled 
production of munitions, the enormous 
quantities of food we are sending to Brit- 
ain, all proclaim it to be the most success- 
ful muddle a nation of eleven million peo- 
ple ever staged. If the new director can 
edge in a little compulsion here and there, 
and so make the showing still better, he 
will be doing fine work.

Too Easy 


We have all fulminated at length 
(my protests have been vehement 
and constant) about the iniquitous 
ease with which marriages are ar- 
ranged. 

There is no legal barrier to a 
marriage occurring between two 


people after an acquaintanceship | 


of no more than two weeks. There 
is nothing in the law which effec- 
tively prevents diseased and totally 
unfit persons from uniting them- 
selves in wedlock and producing as 
many mentally and morally incom- 
petent children as nature will per- 
mit 


Nor does there seem to be any 
social barrier against this highly 
undesirable performance. 

Occasionally there is no ecclesias- 
tical barrier against it. The min- 
ister who performed the tragic 
|stunt marriage in Calgary 22 years 
ago is a case in point. 
| Most clergymen, however, are 
| firmly opposed to hasty marriage. 
| Some few will marry anybody. 

It is obvious that two or three 
| “free-marrying” parsons in even a 
large community can do a tremen- 
dous amount of harm in a very 
short time 


Made in Heaven 


There used to be a tradition that 
marriages were made in heaven. 
That was a symbolic expression of 
the view that marriage is a sacra- 
ment and requires a spiritual sanc- 
tion to be successful. 

The abandonment of that view is 
due largely to the popular fear of 
church authority. There are many 
hysterical persons who are firmly 
convinced that to require a church 
sanction for marriage is to permit 
a dangerous ecclesiastical en- 
croachment on social rights. 

The result of this fear is to pro- 
|mote the suspicion, probably a 
little too strongly expressed, that 
those marriages which are not 
made in heaven whether they are 
| blessed by a clergyman or not, are 
‘indubitably made in hell. 
| I firmly believe that all true mar- 
|riages are made in heaven, at least 
|in the sense that marriage, to be a 
| blessing, must follow the divine 
pattern laid down for men, 

For marriage is much more than 
a private contract between two 
persons in which no one else has 
any concern. 

Marriage is not a private contract 
at all. It is a social contract. It is 
a religious contract. It is a political 
contract In fact, it is a contract 
| having to do with every phase of 
| human life, 

Marriage means the establish- 
ment of a family. And the family 
is the unit of all social life, It is 
the true unit of human life under 
all conceivable circumstances. It is

Change Required 


It is not enough to discuss these 
things. Something must be done 
about them 

Since most unsuitable and hasty 
marriages are contracted in secret 
and apart from the knowledge of 
friends and relatives, it is desir- 
able, first, that the marriage laws 
be so framed as to encourage, in 
every possible way, the publication 
of parochial banns as an essential 
prelude to the ceremony. In this 
way, the officiating clergyman is 
able to satisfy himself that the can- 
didates are suitable persons for 
the sacrament. 

Where it is not possible to pub- 
lish banns, which are provided for 
in the constitutions of most 
churches, a period of at. least six 
months should elapse between the 
issuance of a civil license and the 
performance of the marriage. This 
gives ample opportunity for the 
officiating clergyman to investigate 
the candidates and all the circum. 
stances 

Clergymen should be forbidden 
to unite candidates who have not 
applied to him at least two weeks 
before the ceremony. They should 
be forbidden to unite matrimonial 
candidates who are personally un- 
known to them unless they bring a 
certificate of identification and 
approval from some other licensed 
clergyman 


These steps would tend to pre- 
|vent hasty and unsuitable mar- 
jriage. They should be incorpor- 


ated into our marriage law.

Savings in matorial and 
labor will assist manufacturers in 
meeting increased costs of raw ma- 
terials. 

Material savings will be effected | 
through a reduction in the variety 
of containers for cigars. Those re-| 
tailing at two for 25 cents and up| 
to $1 will appear only in packages | 
of 10, 25, 50 and 100. Packages of 
five 10-cent cigars will be per-| 
mitted. Cigars selling for more | 
than five cents and less than 10} 
cents will only be packed in 25s 
and 50s 

The number of different size of | 


packages of cut tobacco for each 
brand is limited to three. 
Permitted sizes of cigarette 


packages after the order becomes 
effective will contain 18, 20, 22, 


24, 40 and SO cigarets. 
Plug or twist tobacco will be 
available only in weights of one 


ounce or a multiple of one ounce

BANK’S YEAR REVISED BY THE 
GENERAL MANAGER, 
ROBERT RAE 


Mr. Rae pointed out that total deposits 
amounted to $184,639,771, an increase of $41,488,- 
237 compared with a year ago, the increase in- 
cluding $34,809,987 in deposits by the public not 
bearing interest; $5,391,899 in deposits bearing 
interest; and $1,286,351 in Dominion and Pro- 
vincial Government deposits. The increase in 
non-interest bearing deposits was due to larger 
balances maintained by a number of the Bank's 
more important customers, evidencing marked 
liquidity in their affairs, 

Cash assets of $39,791,426 were equivalent to 
20.66% of the public liabilities; and readily 
realizable assets, including Government, Mun- 
icipal and other bonds, and Call and Shért Loans, 
amounted to $130,460,744. or 67.71% of the 
liabilities to the public: Thus the Bank was in a 
very strong and liquid position 


Investments and Commercial Loans 


Investments in securities were the highest in 
they history of the Bank, totalling $87,168,852, 
aved with $42,648,169 a year ago. Of the total 
2408 was in Dominion and Provincial 
Government securities, and included $33,355,000 
Dominion of Canada %% Deposit Certificates, 
the Bank's share of special financing arranged 
during the past summer between the Govern 
ment and the banks. Since closing the books for 
the Bank's year, $10,040,000 of these Certificates 
had been retired. These investinents had been 
entered in the Statement at less than the market

Call and Short Loans in Canada, $1,046,618, 
decreased $460,416, and Call and Short Loans 
elsewhere than in Canada, $2,271,000, were up 
$403,299.

“The change-over from ordinary business to 
war work by many industrial organizations,” 
said Mr. Rae, “with the accompanying increase 
in volume, has placed them in a very much 
stronger cash position. This, together with the 
smaller inventories of our merchants, explains 
the decline in the demand for advances; as a 
matter of fact, many of our former borrowing 
customers are now able to finance their opera- 
tions without aid from us.” 


Women Replacing Men on Service 


“Of the Bank’s staff of 1,477," said Mr, Rae, 
“805 are now women, special credit being due 
these for the efficient manner in which they 


had performed their varied duties, in many cases 
after only a short period of training. Enlistments 
had been heavy, making.it difficult to maintain 
the usual standard of service.” 

In closing, Mr. Rae said: “We all have 
reason to be thankful for the success gained 
by the Allied forces in Russia, North Africa, New 
Guinea and the Solomon Islands, and trust that 
fhe turning point in the war has been reached, 
Meantime it behooves us all, whether in the 
armed services or in civilian life, to do our ut- 
most for the cause for which we fight, The 
Dominion Bank will continue to do its part in 
the all-out effort now being made to achieve 
victory.” 


MR. C. H. CARLISLE, PRESIDENT 
DISCUSSES EFFECT OF WAR 
ON BUSINESS 


In addressing the shareholders, the President, 
Mr. C. H. Carlisle, referred at length to the 
effect of the war on business in Canada, “We had 
dedicated ourselves to the successful prosecution 
of the war, furnishing materials in great 
quantity, and money in gigantic amounts. The 
duty of repayment would be the heritage of two, 
three or more generations following us,” said¢Mr, 
Carlisle. 


Changes Wrought by the War 


“War necessarily changes our customary way 
of doing things,” he continued, “this not only 
applies to us as individuals, but to business in 
all of its different activilles—banking being no 
exception, Due to the war the Bank’s operations 
have greatly increased in volume and variety; 
its cost of operations has increased; its rate of 
income has decreased; from the normal standard 
the number of men employees has decreased 
thirty-seven percent—they had been replaced by 
girls and women who have had to be trained 
for the work to be done, Through inereased 
volume of business and rigid economy we have 
heen able to offset some of our disadvantages, 
to the extent that we present to you the fiscal 
statement revealing such value that we trust it 
merits your approval.” 


Comparison of War Interest Rates 
During the present war the average rate of 
interest on Dominion of Canada public and bank 
borrowings, including Treasury Bills, is‘less than 
2.20%. A comparison of this rate with the 535% 
rate of the last war—which does not include 


the cost of exchange or the loss due to the non- 
taxable feature of the loans—shows a very 
striking result: that is, $5.35 financed each $100.00 
in the last war; in this war it finances $243.18, or, 
at the same dollar outlay we are financing, as 
compared with previous financing, an amount 
greater by one hundred and forty-three percent. 
There are two principal causes for the present 
low rate of our recent financing: first, monetary 
rates over quite a period of time—both in the 
United States and Canada—have been at an 
all-time low and, second, compulsory Govern 
mental control of interest rates through the 
Bank of Canada.” 


Penalties of Inflation 


Mr, Carlisle reviewed, the last three inflation 
ary periods, and regarding that of 1924-1929 said: 
“During this period price of many items did not 
advance materially and some were even lower 
than in the previous period, with the exception 
of industrial stocks which, on the New York 
market, advanced one hundred and ninety-nine 
percent. The prices of industrial stocks of 
August 31st last, compared with those existing 
in 1929, showed a decrease of seventy-four per- 
cent, or, in other words, the value is only 
twenty-six percent that of 1929. During the 
period 1924-1929 financing bore heavily on the 
borrower, as Call Loan rates reached a high 
of twenty percent, The inflation of the stock 
market drew into its net all classes of people; 
business was adversely affected—both domestic 
and foreign. The results, generally, were de- 
vastating over a period of several years—and 
especially to those who were responsible for the 
inflation.”

Farm Prices and Inflation 


Referring to the third inflationary period, 
1939-1942, Mr, Carlisle said: “The rapid advance 
in farm prices apparently is surprisingly high, 
but there are compensating conditions that must 
be taken into account, 

At the outbreak of the war farm prices were 
only on a parity with those of 1914, Therefore, 
an increase of thirty-two percent over these sub- 
norma! prices does not seem to be unjust when 


we take into consideration the farmer's in- 
creased costs. Labour costs the farmer twice 
as much, or more, than formerly, Again, the 


farmer has no certainty of securing experienced 
labour and, therefore, is in a quandary, as to the 
stock that he may raise or the products that he 
may grow. This year portions of his crop re- 
mained unharvested. Farm prices should not be 
permitted to further increase, but Government 
sliould see to it that the farmer's costs be de- 
creased, providing him at all times a reasonable 
profit. We must not overlook the fact that the 
farmer and farming are always prime factors in 
our national life. In times of war we should 
leave nothing undone to secure the maximum 
effort of the farmer.” 


Industrial Wages and Inflation

“Inflation of industrial wages is 
dangerous situation for labour and other 
must necessarily culminate in a Crash as de 
vastaling or greater than that caused by the 
stock speculation of 1929. At the outbreak of the 
war wages were at an all-time high, and have 
increased since then, as of September last, 
forty-six percent, During the present war strikes 
have been too numerous and for less cause, and 
production unnecessarily retarded, Owing to 
the high wages paid and shorter hours worked 
labour has been drawn from other sources—and 


percentage of industrial labour is employed on 
the production of essential war materials paid 
for by Governments, and therefore, has little 
relation to normal peacetime conditions.” 
“Following the cessation of the war,” said Mr, 
Carlisle, “production will be governed by the 
ability of the consumer to purchase, and that 
ability in turn will be measured by the then 
income. We could only our products in 
foreign markets when we could offer them on a 
basis competitive in quality, price and service, 
Therefore, we must keep in mind that low and

economic costs will be a determining factor in 
our volume of business.” 
Conscription of Manpower 

“To attain maximum co-ordinatidn of effort in 
time of war and serve our best interests,” said 
Mr. Carlisle, “it was essential that Government 
should assume extraordinary power It is quite 
evident that in the adequate exercise of such 
powers it is necessary to conscript in its entirety 


our manpower and then impartially to distribute 


men where their services are essentially re- 
quired, Conscription does not mean that all men 
enter the fighting forces, Fifteen men are re- 


quired for home activities to each man entering 
the armed forces, Those fifteen men remaining 
at home should be carefully selected and placed 
so that their efforts yield the maximum for the 
maintenance of those in service, and provide 
for our home requirements, If we are to succeed 
we cannot longer continue to depend on the 
haphazard methods that have continually thrown 
us out of balance.” 


Capital and Labour 


“History will commend the things that Canada 
has plone well in this war, and due credit will 
be accorded for the efficiency of the men and 
women who have given their very best efforts 
in these times of stress, and to those who have 
served in the first line of bate. It would be an 
empty victory indeed if not followed by a 
greater unity among our people, greater recog- 
nition of equality of their rights, a compulsion 
of equal responsibilities; further, in a rational 
and successful democracy the right and re- 
sponsibility of incorporated bodies—cither capital 
or labour should be mutual and parallel. This is 
a just right that Government owes to the people 
at large.”
